The Moving Wall contains 
every single name of the 
over 58,000 servicemen kil- 
led or declared dead in the 
Vietnam War. It is. a half- 
size replica of the Vietnam 
War Memorial in Washing- 
ton, D.C. It’s been almost 10 
years since the wall was 
last in Wilmington, from 
Sept. 18-22 of 2008, which is 
part of what made Wil- 
mington Veterans’ Services 


want to bring it back. 

This year’s Moving Wall 
will be met with a ceremo- 
ny every night. Tonight is 
the “Opening Ceremony,” 
which honors the four gen- 
tlemen from Wilmington 
whose names are on the 
wall: John Joseph Fullerton 
Jr., Robert Warren Parent, 
Richard William Welch, and 
John Allan Rich. WHS’ 
Ryann Walsh will sing the 
national anthem, and sever- 
al Wilmington officials in- 


cluding Jeff Hull and Kevin 
Caira will be featured. 
Friday night, Wilmington 
invites the surrounding 
communities to celebrate 
their names on the wall. 
Saturday night is “Public 
Safety Night”; and Sunday 
night is a “Welcome Home” 
ceremony with Scruffy Wal- 
lace on the bagpipes. Be- 
sides the number of veter- 
ans who ‘will be present 
each night for different rea- 
sons, Cimaglia also includ- 


ed that Red Cross and the 
Lowell Veterans Center will 
both have a presence at the 
memorial in support. 

The Wall is staffed 24/7 
with volunteers to help visi- 
tors to find names and com- 
plete rubbings, which in- 
volve placing a piece of 
paper on a name and run- 
ning a crayon over it. They 
ask that visitors refrain 
from using or bringing 
food, beverages, pets, and 
cell phones or other elec- 


tric devices while in the 
wall area.

WILMINGTON — Gas-line 
employees affected by a Na- 
tional Grid lockout have ap- 
pealed to the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen for sup- 
port. 

USW Local 12012 President 
John Buonopane spoke at 
the July 9 board meeting to 
voice the concerns of union 
gas-line employees. Accor- 
ding to Buonopane, National 
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Grid locked out 1,200 em- 
ployees on June 25. 

“It wasn’t a strike, it was a 
lockout,” said Buonopane, 
and added that the union 
had offered twice to extend a 
collective bargaining agree- 
ment, to no avail. 

Buonopane went on to say 
that union employees typi- 
cally respond to a wide vari- 
ety of gas-line issues, inclu- 
ding potentially dangerous 
gas leaks, but that since the 
lockout, National Grid has 


instead been sending “inex- 
perienced and _ recently 
trained” workers on calls; 
He characterized this as a 
public safety concern, in 
addition to the issues it rais- 
es pertaining to workers’ 
rights. 

“Basically, what we’re con- 
cerned about, is the com- 
pany continuing to perform 
new, replacement gas main- 
tenance service work while

Because the total 
amount of both loans does not exceed $750,000, all of the 
interest paid on the loans is deductible. However, if the 
taxpayer used the home equity loan proceeds for personal 
expenses, such as paying off student loans and credit cards, 
then the interest on the home equity loan would not be

History: 


Long after Prohibition, Tewksbury still had stills

While the phrase “drinks 
like:a fish” is used to de- 
scribe someone with an al- 
cohol problem, Tewksbury 
had aislightly different prob- 
lemfisome 82 years ago. 
Inebriated fish. 

Police Chief Cyril Barker 
called in federal liquor 
agents after discovering fish 
behaving strangely in a pond 
off Shawsheen Street. The 
report in the Boston Globe 
said the fish were playing 
leap-frog and performing 
other strange antics. 

Seven federal agents investi- 
gated. They found a familiar 
odor-near the pond. It turned 
out that the pond was a 
dumping ground for mash, a 
byproduct from the distilla- 
tion of liquor. The agents 
traced the pipes in the pond 
back to a barn. In the barn, 


they found George Kaulin 
operating two large stills. 
There were electric pumps, 50 
vats, sugar and other ingredi- 
ents used for making liquor. 

Until 1934, liquor was com- 
pletely illegal. However, after 
Prohibition ended, a license 
was required to operate a 
still, with a hefty tax. 

Several cars had been seen 
nearby, some with connec- 
tion to a ring out of Law- 
rence which was allegedly 
flooding the area with liquor. 
Kaulin was arraigned before 
the United States Commis- 
sioner in Lowell. He was held 
on a $2,000 bond for a hear- 
ing two weeks later. 

A quarter-century later, in 
March 1959, bootleggers were 
still at it. Five federal agents, 
along with a state police cap- 
tain, a lieutenant and Tewks- 
bury Police Chief John Sulli- 
van, raided a building off 
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legislative aide to Repre- 
sentative James Miceli as 
well as being widely accessi- 
ble to constituents facing 
any sort of issue. 

Other delegates included 
long-serving Tewksbury Sel- 
ectman David Gay, Tewks- 
bury School Board members 
Krissy Polimeno and Arthy 
Bennet, former . Planning 
Board member Nancy Steen, 
Wilmington School Board 
member MJ Byrnes, and 
Wilmington Housing Board 
member Stacie Murphy. 

“I was very happy and en- 
thused to see so many of our 
supporters show, and this is 
only a fraction of our volun- 
teers, supporters, and friends 
of the campaign,” said cam- 


Shawsheen Street near the 
rt. 

The site of the raid was a 
two-story ramshackle chick- 
en house about 100 yards 
from Route 38. It contained 
a large boiler. On the second 
floor were about 20 vats. 
Alongside the building there 
were two cookers, one of 600- 
gallon capacity, and the 
other of 275-gallon capacity. 
Police found 1,000 gallons of 
finished alcohol and 10,000 
gallons of mash undergoing 
fermentation. There were 
supplies of alcohol at 185 
proof, plus sugar and yeast. 

It was estimated that thhe 
operation had been grossing 
$800 profit per week. 

Officers arrested John Forte 
of Somerville and Sal Man- 
dracca of Everett. They were 
charged with illegal operation 
of a still and evasion of feder- 
al taxes on alcohol.

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Red Cross blood shortage continues 


DEDHAM — Thousands of people 
have responded to the emergency call 
for blood and platelet donations issued 
by the American Red Cross in early 
July. Still, there continues to be an 
emergency need for donors of all blood 
types, especially type O, to give now to 
address a severe blood shortage. 

Red Cross blood donations are being 
distributed to hospitals faster than 
they are coming in, and right now 
there is less than a five-day blood 
supply on hand. The Red Cross 
strives to keep a five-day supply of 
blood to meet the needs of patients 
and to be prepared for emergencies 
that require significant volumes of 
donated blood products. 

“Patients don’t get a summer break 
from the need for lifesaving treat- 
ments, so it is critical that hospitals 
have access to blood products each 
and every day,” said Kelly Isenor, 
External Communications Manager 
of the Massachusetts Blood Services 
Region. “We sincerely appreciate 
those who have responded to the call 
to help save lives, but the emergency 
need remains. Those who haven’t 
rolled up a sleeve to give are urged to 
do so today.” 

There is a particular need for type O 
blood, which plays an important role 
in ongoing patient care and emergen- 
cies. Type O positive is the most trans- 
fused blood type and can be given to 
patients with any Rh-positive blood 
type. Type O negative is the universal 
blood type and can be given to any 
patient. It’s what emergency room 
personnel reach for when there is no 
time to determine the blood type of 
patients in the most serious situations.

, fine way to experience deep 
“sea fishing without the cost of 
your own boat, fuel, upkeep, 


license, etc. Rental rods were 
available, though our group’s 
were included, and the mates 
took charge of putting chopped 
fish or clams out for use as 
bait. 

Mates were willing to help 
with any aspect of your adven- 
ture, from baiting your hook if 
you wanted to helping you get 
the fish off the hook, and 
everything in between. 

The trip was approximately 
nine hours in duration — a full 
day. It takes about an hour or 
so to get out to the fishing wa- 
ters. As soon as the boat stops, 
all lines drop in. Once the 
weights hit the bottom, the 
rods are jigged, or occasionally 
moved up and down, to try and 
catch the attention of a fish. 

The captain’s knowledge of 
the area is evident and once 
the action in an area “dries 
up,” the boat is moved to 
another spot. This happened 
multiple times. Occasionally, 
the mates would have to untan- 
gle the lines of the guests as 
they can get snagged under the 
boat, but this seems to be just 
taken in stride. 

As fish are caught, the mates 
are available to fillet the fish to 
bring home. The suggested tip 
is $1 per fish. Our group was 
excited to have about five 
pounds of fish, which we en- 
joyed the next night. This is an 
option as you may certainly 
bring your fish home to fillet. 
Fresh fish is incredible, with 
no detectable fish smell and 
firm, white flesh. 

A side benefit of the fishing 
trip is the whales and dolphins 
that are also often spotted. The 
dolphins run right along the 
boat, riding the wake. Whales 
will often come quite near to

Burlington Police investigate after 
pursuit of stolen vehicle ends in crash 


BURLINGTON — Chief 
Michael Kent reports that 
the Burlington Police are 
actively investigating fol- 
lowing a vehicle pursuit 
ended in a crash last night. 
On July 24, at approxi- 
mately 8:15 p.m., police 
were dispatched to the 
Burlington Mall parking lot 
after a man called 911 to 
report that he'd interrupted 
a group of men who were 
attempting to steal his mo- 
torcycle. The caller also re- 
ported that, upon being 
spotted, the multiple black 
males who were allegedly 
involved fled the scene in a 
silver Honda Civic. 

A detective located the 
Honda a short time later on 
Winn Street and began to

follow the vehicle, which 
was determined to be stolen, 
and relayed its location to 
fellow officers as it traveled 
into Woburn. The suspects 
then began to flee from two 
marked Burlington Police 
cruisers in the area, result- 
ing in a brief pursuit on 
Route 128 southbound into 


Lexington. 
Out of concern for the 
safety of all involved, 


including other motorists 
and the suspects, the pursuit 
was called off. As an officer 
exited the highway and 
turned onto the northbound 
side to return to Burlington, 
the suspects' vehicle passed 
him at a high rate of speed 
heading northbound.

served. Proceeds from the 
sale of the book will be 
donated to the Friends of 
Wilmington Memorial Li- 
brary. 

Barbara Alevras is the 
volunteer facilitator for 
the writing groups pro- 
gram. A self-proclaimed 
“writing nerd,” she has 
had an interest in writing 
her whole life. She studied 
it at the graduate level in 
college. 

“Professor Tom Williams 
at UNH was my mentor,” 
she said as she explains 
her background and pas- 
sion. “But as I became 


busy, it went on the back, 


burner.” 

Then in 2015, she spoke 
with Charlotte Wood, As- 
sistant Library Director, 
about writing groups, and 
Wood encouraged her to 
start one. She did in 
March of that year. 

The program evolved, 
and there are now three 
different groups. The orig- 
inal group is the Fiction 
Critique Group which fo- 
cuses on basic writing 


explained. “We cover the 
craft itself to include 
things like editing, pub- 
lishing, and marketing.” 

The third group is a 
Poetry Circle. Alevras re- 
ported there are 20-22 par- 
ticipants now, but as many 
as 50 have been in the pro- 
gram. 

“Some have gone on to 
publish,” she said. 

According to Alevras if 
you have a publisher, they 
take care of much of the 
work after the actual writ- 
ing. But to self-publish, the 
authors take on that bur- 
den themselves. That is 
why so much of the learn- 
ing process for the anthol- 
ogy was focused on the 
tasks beyond developing 
content. f 

“The group learned what 
it is like to work with a 
professional editor,” Alev- 
ras explained. “And how to 
format a book, how much 
it costs, and how to price 
and market it.” 

The finished project rep- 
resents a rewarding ac- 
complishment for all of 
them. 

Registration for the book 


observed that the vehicle 
had crashed near the Winn 
Street off-ramp and that 
none of the occupants were 
in the area.
